The Sewer Outlet. 


Men have been employed on the new 


sewer outlet this-treek, repairing *;he 
damage caused by the severe "norther" 
of a few months since. The backbone 
of the arch, near the mouth, was crack- 
ed for a distance of some fifteen or 
twenty feet but the mason work at the 
sides was undisturbed witii the excep- 
tion of a small piece on the north side, 
some seventy-five or a hundred feet from 
the outlet, where for some reason small 
stone had been used instead of the large 
blocks. It is claimed that this weak 
spot was the cause of tho cracking of 
the arch, and it is to be strengthened 
by the substitution of large blocks for 
small stone. Where the crack occurred 
in the arch- the bricks have been re-laid. 
The masons engaged in making these 
repairs have the utmost confidence in 
the strength of this sewer. 


Hon. George Bancroft. 


Of all Newport's summer residents 


probably none are better known or more 
universally esteemed than Hon. George 
Bancroft, and this is no more from his 
fame as a historian and statesman than 
from his genial and unassuming manners 
as a citizen. His residence is located on 
the Cliffs, just far enough removed from 
Bellevue avenue to escape the dust and 
din of travel, and is, of all the world, just 
the place any one familar with the latter 
years of his life would have selected for 
the summer home of this distinguished 
scholar. A forest of shade and orna- 
mental trees and shrubs between it and 
Bellevuo avenue completely hide it from 
the gaze of the outside world, while 
from tho front is obtained an unob- 
structed view of the ocean and its rocky 
shores. The extensive grounds sur- 
rounding the villa and leading down to 
the water front are cut up into beds 
representing all the designs known to 
the art of landscape gardening. These 
are filled with the rarest varieties of 
plants and flowers, the elegance of 
which is world-famed. 


The care of this garden of fragrance 


and bloom is now the chief occupation 
of the venerable historian whose great 
historical work is finished. He is en- 
gaged in no literary labor whatever, 
certain newspaper paragraphs to the 
contrary 
notwithstanding, and Mr. 


George Hedian, his private secretary, 
is at present practicing law in Washing- 


Death of a Newport Man. 


In this weeks' issue we announce the 


death in San Francisco, Cal., of Mr. 
George S. Rathbone, formerly of this 
city. Mr. Rathbone like many other 
young men left Newport many years 
ago for California, that land of promise, 
and died there June^lst, aged 00 years. 
In the long years of his absence Mr. 
Ilatlibone hns been kindly remembered 
by his relatives and friends in this city, 
who will feel the loss of one whose 
amiability was of the kind that uncon- 
sciously drew all hearts toward him, 
and by loving hands were, his last hours 
made comfortable. Mr. Rathbonelwas 
never married, and with him died the 
last of the name of one of Newport's 
oldest and most respectable families. 


Mr. Rathbone was the only child of 


William H. Rathboneaformer merchant 
of Newport whose portrait hangs in the 
rooms of the Historical Society in this 
city.

Mr. Bancroft is a son of the late Rev. 


Adams Bancroft, and was born in Wor- 
cester, Mass., Octobers, 1800. His pre- 
paratory studies were pursued at Exe- 
ter, N. H., and in 1813 he entered Har- 
vard College. Upon his graduation, in 
1817, 
he departed to Germany, n-here 


he spent two years in Gottingeu, under 
such learned .professors as fiichboru, 
Heeren, Disscn and Blumeubach. Ger- 
man, French and Italian literature were 
carefully studied by him, together with 
Greek philosophy. He received the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy in 1820 at 
Gottingen, then removed to Berlin to 
continue his studies. In 1821 he began 
a tour through Germany and other 
parts of Europe. He made a pcdcstrain 
tourthrough Switzerland, spentamonth 
in England and eight months in Italy. 
Ho returned to America in 1822, and was 
tutor of Greek in Harvard for a year. 
In 1823 ho and Dr. Joseph G. Cogswell 
together established the Round Hill 
School at Northampton. About this 
time he began collecting materials fora 
history of the United States, besides 
!>ublishing a volume of poems and a 
translation of Heeren's "Politics of An- 
cient Greece." He was elected to the 
Massachusetts legislature in 1830, with- 
out his knowledge and refused to accept, 
and the next year declined a nomina- 
tion to th'j Senate. The first volume of 
his "History of the United States" was 
published in 18.14. For the next year 
or two he devoted himself to politics, 
speaking and drawing up resolutions 
and addresses for the Democratic con- 
ventions. For three j'ears he lived in 
Springfield, and during this time com- 
pleted his second volume.

He re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor Juris, from 
the university of Bonn in 1868. Besides 
his history he lias published some es- 
says, which have been collected under 
the title of "Miscellanies." 


The tenth volume of his history was 


published during the last year of his res- 
idence in Prussia. He passed his time, 
on his return, completing his collection 
of material for the "History of the Con- 
stitution of the United States," which 
was published in 1882, and which is his 
last work.

John Adams, the son of 
lohn Quincy Adams, married his cous- 
in, Miss Kelley, in the White House in 
1826. The feast, it is said, lasted an 
entire week.. Next came the wedding 
of Mr. Panquet and Miss Lewis, which 
was soom followed by the marriage of 
Miss Tyler, and Mr. Waller, both of Vir- 
ginia. The last wedding in the White 
House was that of Miss Nellie Grant 
and Mr. Algernon Satoris, President 
Tyler proposed to his second wife, Miss 
Gardiner, in the White House.

The pigs, AH before said, should be 


gradually weaned. They do better to 
remain with Che sow until eight or ten 
weeks old; but we would commence 
weaning them when three weeks old. 
Let out the sow from them, at first for 
an hour or so at a time, gradually ex- 
tending the time as they get older. 
When a month old they may be allowed 
to go out with the sow for an hour or 
Iwo in mild weather, but not while the 
=aun is 'very hot, as in some breeds, our 
Mot sun will blister the backs of young 
•pigs. When five weeks old they may 
•go out into the pasture while' the sow 
is kept in the pen. The little pigs need 
more exercise at this time than the 
mother. 


The great point in the management 


of young pigs is to keep them growing 
rapidly. If strong aud vigorous, they 
are seldom liable to any disease, and if 
attacked soon throw it off. Wo think 
it advantageous to jiet them aud make 
them as tame as possible. They are 
.fond of being rubbed with a brush, alul 
:havc not the slightest objection to a

Spring Vegetables. 


"Early vegetables, on account of their 


tender, forced and premature growth, 
have to be handled quickly to avoid 
loss; in fact, it is just as well to buy a 
smaller or less quantity than the dealer 
thinks will he wanted for the day's 
sale, as it takes but a small amount of 
waste to absorb the usually light profit 
on early truck. 


Asparagus—There is only one way to 


keep this vegetable, that is, to set the 
^bunches in pure water, from one half to 


. one inch deep, butte down; never wet 


•or cover up the tips or tops by sprink- 
ling or dipping in water, and above all 
things see that the water is fresh, as 
asparagus soaks it up almost like a 
Sponge; if ends are dry or wilted trim 
off before setting in the water. If not 
•convenient to set in tubs or barrels, the 
•corn beef tray, if a tight one, with an 
inch or so of water, is a good place to 
keep the grass in over night, or soak a 
stall cloth or a clean salt sack in water, 
•spread on the table or counter and 
.stand grass on the wet cloth. Grass 
'will keep for several days in the hottest 
weather by this plan. 


Lettuce is different, it wants sprink- 


.ling if loose and open; if,headed up 
pretty well, place on damp cloth or 
cellar Hoor, stem up, and keep out of 
air as much as possible, and, of course, 
the sun also.

than green peas, hut want no sprink- 
ling. Ift<> be kept long, spread out 
and keep cool. 


Pie plant wants to be kept from the 


air and sun as much as possible, espec- 
ially after the tops or leaves are cut. 


Radishes—Keep tops dry, placing 


them so the air can reach the leaves 
but not the radishes; in other words, 
if packed in a tray or flat basket keep 
the top up and open; if warm, throw 
some pieces of broken ice over them. 
.. .Early beets—Same as radishes. 


Spinach, kale, etc.—Keep in opened 


"barrels out of the air, occasionally 
•changing from one barrel to anotlicr..to 
prevent heating. Don't pack it down, 
layit lightly; sprinkle before market 
commences. 


Watercress—Keep cool, away from 


air, and give plenty of water; in fact, 
you can keep longer in a tub or vessel 
of water than any other way. 


New cabbage—Never sprinkle, keep 


•-cool and dry, stem up; trim off outside 


The growth of most weeds is main- 


tained by exhausting the surface soil, 
as they got less from the atmosphere or 
subsoil than cultivated crops or grass- 
es. Hence when plowed underas green 
manure, the earlier, the work is done 
the better. With some weeds among 
clover, earlier ploughing is necessary 
than would be desirable for the clover 
alone, in order to prevent weed seeds 
ripening. Sorrel ami red root, where 
they appear, have to be plowed under 
befere the clover is fully in blossom.

It is time to look out for these pests, 


and we print these excellent hints from 
an ; exchange: "The 
destruction of 


motha is one of the greatest vexations 
which careful housekeepers have to 
contend with, and their depredations 
are not to be remedied after they have 
once made inroads. Houses heated by 
furnaces are especially predisposed to 
have moths, but every housekeeper 
must be on the watch for them, for 
from the time that the windows begin 
to be left open the trouble begins. 
Heavy carpetssometimcs do not require 
taking up every year, unless in constant 
use. Take out the tacks from these, 
fold the carpets back, wash the floor in 
strong suds with a tablcspoonful of 
borax dissolved in them. Dash with 
insect powder or lay with tobacco leaves 


gar and some black pepper. Mix it 
well with a fork, and when it begins to . 
get thick, which it soon will do as the ffi c 
butter cools, dipped the cooked aspar- 
agus in the Banco. The sauce will cool 
round the asparagus and stick to it.

lengthwise, lay them for a few mo 
incuts in a pan of cold water. Take 
a small saucepan, give it a tablespoon 
ful of good butter. Put in tho slice, 
cucumbers, sprinkle them gently wit! 

Add a gill of cold wa 
ter and set the pan, closely covered 
where the cucumbers will cook slowi 
for half an hour or more. Give them a 
little stir once in a while, but do nol 
break them more than you can help. 
Wlieil they are transparently teiiclei 
you can serve them at once, or you cai 
add a little cream, shaking the pan 
softly as you do so. 


KIDXEYS A LA MAITI:F. D'HOTEL.—

ing water; open them down the centre, 
but do not separate them. Peel and 
place 'a skewer across them to 
them open. Pepper, salt and dip them 
into melted butter.
